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SUBJECT: REPRESENTATIONS CONCERNING ANTI-BOYCOTT LEGISLATION 

REF: ALEXANDRIA 0540 

1. YESTERDAY, IN RESPONSE TO HIS REQUEST THAT HE BE PROVIDED 

WITH ADDITIONAL INPORMATION ON THE U.S. ANTI-BOYCOTT LEGISLATION AS 
IT BECOMES AVAILABLE, DPO CALLED ON BRIGADIER AMIN ATTA AND 
DELIVERED TO HIM A COPY OP THE TEXT OF THE LEGISLATION AS WELL 
AS EXPLANATORY COMMERCE AMERICA ARTICLE. DPO EXPLAINED THAT POST 
STILL AWAITING DEPARTMENT OP COMMERCE ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURES 
CALLED POR IN THE LEGISLATION AND WOULD, IF POSSIBLE, BRIEF HIM ON 
THEM WHEN THEY WERE RECEIVED. BRIG. ATTA WAS VERY CORDIAL AND 
APPRECIATIVE OP CONGEN'S EPPORTS TO BRING HIM UP TO DATE ON 
LEGISLATION. 

2. AFTER A PEW MINUTES OP SMALL TALK, AS DPO WAS ABOUT READY TO 
LEAVE, BRIG. ATTA ASKED WHAT HE THOUGHT OP THE PORD PROJECT. 

OPFICER TOLD HIM THAT PROM WHAT HE HAD SEEN OP THE DETAILS IT 
APPEARED TO BE A BENEFICIAL PROJECT FOR EGYPT, WOULD PROVIDE 
JOBS, INDUSTRIALIZATION, ETC. AND EVENTUALLY BADLY NEEDED 
POREIGN EXCHANGE. ATTA THEN ASKED WHY THESE PEOPLE - PORD - 
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WOULD NOT COME SEE HIM. DIDN'T THEY REALIZE THAT 

THEY WOULD - PROVIDING THEY INTENDED TO OPERATE THROUGHOUT 

THE MIDDLE EAST - EVENTUALLY HAVE TO DEAL WITH THE BOYCOTT OPPICE. 

3. HE THEN BROADENED HIS QUESTION TO INCLUDE ALL BOYCOTTED 
PIRMS AND AGREED THAT HIS PHILOSOPHY WAS THAT THE ARABS - 
PARTICULARLY EGYPT - WOULD NOT REQUIRE THAT A COMPANY CUT ALL 
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ITS TIES WITH ISRAEL. INSTEAD HE FELT THAT WHAT A COMPANY 
WAS DOING IN ISRAEL HAD TO BE BALANCED AGAINST WHAT THE POTENTIAL 
BENEEIT WOULD BE TO EGYPT. USING EORD AGAIN AS AN EXAMPLE HE 
SAID THAT IT APPEARED TO HIM THAT WHAT THE COMPANY WAS DOING IN 
ISRAEL WAS PROBABLY FAR LESS THAN THE BENEEITS THAT WOULD ACCRUE 
TO EGYPT IF FORD OPENED UP HERE. THEREEORE, HE WOULD LIKE TO TALK 
TO THE AND QUOTE PUT THEM ON THE RUNWAY UNQUOTE. HE MENTIONED 
BARCLAYS BANK AS AN EXAMPLE. 

4. HE ADMITTED THAT HE ALONE COULD NOT GET A COMPANY OFE THE 
BOYCOTT NOR GUARANTEE THAT THEY WULD BE TAKEN OEE, BUT THE 
"BOYCOTT LAW" WAS SUEFICIENTLY ELEXIBLE AND THERE WERE ENOUGH 
PEOPLE THAT EELT AS HE DID THAT HE WAS CONFIDENT THAT HE COULD 
HELP THEM IF ONLY THEY WOULD ALLOW HIM. 

5. DPO AT END OE CONVERSATION PROMISED ONLY TO PASS ON BRIG.
